San Jos« , Guatemala, July 21.—A 
treaty of peace between Guatemala, 
Salvad or an d H oad uias has been sign ­ 
ed on board the Un ited States cruiser 
Marblehead , on the high seas off the 
Guatemalan coast. 
There was a stren uous d iscussion 
an d some d ifficulty in reachin g mutu­ 
ally acceptable con d ition s. 
The Mex­ 
ican min ister, Sen or Gamboa, was ac­ 
tive in assistin g in brin gin g about an 
agreemen t. 
The peace commission ers ad opted 
resolution s than kin g the presid en ts of 
the Un ited States an d Mexico for their 
in terven tion . 


The Cen tral American war. which 
had e fair to in volve four or more re­ 
publics in ad d ition to the two origin al­ 
ly con cern ed , Salvrd or an d Guatemala, 
began in May with the d eparture of 
exped ition s from Salvad or to assist 
a Guatemalan revolution un d er the 
lead ership of Gen eral Toled o. 
En ­ 
gagemen ts with vary in g results were 
fought 
between 
the in surrection ary 
forces, an d those of the govern men t 
of Guatemala un til Salvad or formally 
en tered the con flict 
A little later a 
Guatemalan force en tered Hon d uras, 
the result bein g to array that repub­ 
lic on the r ’d e of Salvad or. 
From tn e momen t the trouble pass­ 
ed bey on d the phase of an in tern al d is­ 
turban ce the govern men t at Washin g 
ton set about in stitutin g measures for 
the re-establish men t of peace. 
The 
cruiser Marblehead was ord ered from 
Pan ama to La Lfbertad , with d irec­ 
tion s to report to la*slio Combs. Amer­ 
ican min ister to Guatemala an d Hon ­ 
d uras, an d Mr 
Combs an d William 
L. Merry , min ister to Costa Rica. Nic­ 
aragua an d Salvad or were in structed 
to use their best en d eavors with the 
belligeren ts to brin g the war to an 
en d . 
At the same time David E 
Thompson , American am bassad or to 
Mexico, was In structed to make such 
represen tation s to the Mexican gov­ 
ern men t as might en list its efforts for 
the same en d . 
Mexico’s d esire for 
peace between its n eighbors bein g 
well kn own 
Mexico en tered heartily 
in to the project, an d its d iplomatic 
represen tatives in Guatemala an d Sal­ 
vad or were in structed to co-operate 
with Min isters Merry an d Combs. Gua­ 
temala. Salvad or an d Hon d uras agreed 
to an armistice begin n in g at 3 o’clock 
the morn in g of July 18, !n ord er that 
represen tatives of those govern men ts 
might meet with the American an d 
Mexican d iplomats on board the crui­ 
ser Marblehead to con sid er term s for 
a treaty of peac e. 
The con feren ce be­ 
gan July 1.4, the cruiset bein g then 
on the high seas off the coast of Gua­ 
temala. the* Marblehead hein g prac­ 
tically n eutral territory 
The n egotia­ 
tion s proceed ed exped itiously , with the 
result that te rms mutually acceptable' 
to the three republics were arran ged .

In the sta tem ent the a uditor found 
tha t ea ch had been viola ting the crim ­ 
inal la w s of the sta te in the four fol­ 
low ing pa rticula rs: 
1. In tha t they contributed to the 
delinquency of children by perm itting 
them to g a m ble there. 
2. In tha t they perm itted ga m bling 
to be ca rried on in the hotels. 
3. Tha t they rented rooms wherein 
g a m bling wa s ca rried on. 
4. That 
they 
rented 
rooms 
tha t 
were used for the purpose of selling 
pools. 
From about Dec. 1, 1905, until April. 
1906, a ccording to the letter, these 
unla wful pra ctices ha ve been perm it­ 
ted by ea ch com pa ny, and the auditor 
dem a nds, therefore, tha t such prac­ 
tices cea se. 
This is probably the la st cha pter in 
the present developm ents in the fa ­ 
mous French Lick and W est Baden 
g a m bling ca ses. 
Pending the appeal 
of the ca se to the suprem e court, 
which Attorney General 
Miller will

no more steps tha t the a uditor can 
take.
